Lowder  is  known   in   London    as   the 


On  Monday  the  Supremo  Court   of 
the  United  States  announced    its    de- 
cisioa  in  the  legnl  tender  cases.     The 
*;onslitutiouality  of  the  law  is  affirmed, 
aud  that  it  applies  to  contracts    made 
before  the  law  was  passed  as  well    as 
afterwards,  eo  that  payments  on  sucii 
contracts  can  be    made    in    currency. 
The  court  decided  by  five  to  fou»-  that 
the  legal  tender  act  did  apply  to   con- 
tracts made  before  the  war  as  well  as  J 
to  tliose  made    during   the   war,    aud 
that  it    was   constitutional,    thus    re- 
versing the  decision  of  the    last   term 
of  the  oourt  that  the  law  did  not   ap- 
ply to  coBtracls  made  before  its   pas- 
sage.    Justices  Miller,  Swayne,  Davis, 
Strong  and  Bradley  voted  to    sustain, 
the  constitutionality  of  the   act,   and 
Chief    Justice    Chase    and    Justices 
Nelson,  ClitT'ird  and    Field    voted    in 
the  negative.     The  full  opinion  of  the 
court  will  not  be    written    out   before 
the  October  term,  but  the  fact  of  the 
■decision  will  be  announced   when  the 
court  riiassembles.     At  tho   time    the 
first  decision  of  tho   constitutionality 
of  the  law  wa£  made  on  this  question. 
Chief  Justice  Chase,  with  Associates 
"NeUon,  Clifford,  Field  and  Grier,  ap- 
proved   it,    while      Justices     MiUer, 
Swayne,   and  Davis    dissenteu   from 
the  opinion.     Since   theu    the   bench 
lias      been      increased     by    the    ap' 
pointment  of    Messrs.     Strong    and 
Bradley  and    Judge     Grier    has    re* 
■igned,  so  that  there    are    now  nine 
judge.     Of  these,  the  Chief  Justice, 
with    Judge    Nelson,    Clifford,     aud 
Field,  still  adhere  to  to  their   former 
decision,  ami  the  dissenting  judges — 
Miller,  Swayne,  and    Davis — also  ad- 
here to  their   contrary   opinion,    and 
•re  reinforced  by  Justices  Strong  and 
Badley,

N.  P.  Langford,  who 
was  forme  ly  a  resident  of  this  State 
deseribcHihe  Great  Canon  of  the 
Yollowstoi.e: 

The  Great  Falls  are  at  the  head  ot 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  canons  in 
the  world--a  gorge  through    volcanic 
rocks   fifty    aailes  long,    and  varying 
from    one    thousand    to    nearly    five 
thousand  f.'ct  in    depth       In   its   de- 
scent through    this    wonderful  chasm 
the  river  fills  almost  three    thousand 
feet.     At  (  ne  point,   where    the    pass- 
age has  been  worn  through    ;i  moun- 
tain range   our  hunters  assured  us    it 
was  more   than    a    vertical    mile    in 
depth,  anti  the  river,  broken  into  rap- 
ids and  cascades,  appeared  no    wider 
than  a   ril  bon.      The  brain   reels  as 
wegazeiDlo  this   profound    and    sol- 
emn solitude.     We    shrink   from    the 
dizzy  verge  appalled,  glad  to  feel   the 
solid  earti   under  our    feet,   and   vcn 
ture  no  more,  except  with    forms    ex- 
tended, ai  d  faces  barely    protruding 
over  the  edge  of  tho  precipice.     The 
stillness  i.i  hor.-ible.      Down,    down, 
doviD,  we  see  the  river  atteuuated   to 
a  thread,   ossiug  its  miniature  waves, 
and  dashing,  with  puny  strength,  the 
massive  walls  which  imprison  iu    All 
access  to  i:e  margin  is  denied,  and  the 
dark  gray  rocks    hold    it    in    dismal 
shadow.     Even  the  voice   of  its    w.a- 


last  few  years  h.is  produced  consid- 
erable sensation  by  getting  up,  in 
connection  with  his  church  (St.

The  following  from  tlie  life  of  Fred- 
erick the  Groat,  describes  the  closing 
scene : 

On  the  15th,  after  a  restless  ni^;lit, 
he  did  not  wake  until  eleven  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  For  a  short  tinm  he 
secerned  confused.  He  then  sum- 
moned his  generals  and  secretaries, 
and  gave  bis  orders  with  all  his 
wonted  precision.  He  then  called  in 
his  three  clerks,  and  dictated  to  them 
upon  various  t>ubjccts.  His  directions 
to  an  embassador,  who  was  about 
leaving,  filled  four  quarto  pages. 

As  night  came  on  he  fell  into  what 
may  be  called  the  death-sleep.  His 
breathing  was  painful  and  stertorous; 
his  li.ind  was  wandering  in  delirous 
drcaniff;  his  voi^o  became  inarticu- 
late. At  a  moment  of  retiirninix  con- 
sciousn>'ss  he  tried  several  times  in 
vain  to  give  some  utterance  to  his 
thoughts.  Then,  with  a  despairing 
expression  of  countenance,  he  sank 
back  upon  his  pillow.  Fever  flushed 
his  cheeks,  and  hi.s  eyes  assumed  some 
ot  their  wonted  fire.     Thus  the  dying 


battle  was  ended,  and  the  soul  of  the 
monarch  ascended  to  that  dread  tri- 
bunal where  prince  and  peasant  must 
alike  answer  for  all  the  deeds  d(ine  in 
the  body.  It  was  the  17th  of  August, 
178G.  The  king  had  reigned  forty- 
six  years,  and  had  lived  seventy-six, 
six  months,  and  twenty -four  days. 

The  editors   Easy    Chair   contains 
several  readable  articles — the  follow- 
ing is  from  a  striking  and  suggestive 
one  on  the  ministers   work  and    pay: 
The  clergy  are  the  worst  paid  body 
of  laborers    in    the     country.     They 
work  with  ability  and  zeal.  They    are 
educated,  sensitive  men,   often   care- 
fully nurtured,  and  they  arc  expected 
to  be      everybody'!*   servant,  to  hold 
their  time  ami  talents  at   tho   call   of 
all  the  whimsical  old   women    of   the 
parish  and  of    the   selectmen  of    the 
town.     They  are  to   preach    twice   or 
thrioe  on  Sunday,  to   lecture    and  ex- 
pound   during    tlie    week,    to    make 
parocliial  calls  in  sun  or  storm,  to  visit 
tho    poor,  to  be    the  confident    and 
councelor  of  a  throng,  and  always    in 
every  sermon  to  be  fresh    and   bright 
and  always   to    bo    rea<ly    to   do  any 
public  stfrvicii  that  may  be  asked.     Of 
course  the  clergyman  must  bo   chair 
man  of  the  school  rommittee,   and   a 
director  of  the  town  libary,  and  pres- 
ident of  chaiiablc  societies.     He  can 
not  give  a  great  deal    of    money  for 
educational  and  charitable  and  oestho 
tic  purposes — not  a  very  great  deal — 
but  he  can  always  gi\e  time,    :ind    he 
can  always  maki-  a  speech,  and  draw 
the  resolutions,  ami  direct  geiura'ly. 
He  is,  in  fact,  the   town    punud    to 
which  every    body   may   commit    the 
truant    fancies  ih'at  nobody    else    will 
tolerate  upon  the  pastures  and    lawns 
of  his  attention.       He    is    the    town 
pump  at  which  every    body   luay   till 
himself  with  advice.     He  is  the  town 
bel!  to  summon  every  body   to   evciy 
common  enterprise.  He  is    the   town 
beast  of  burden  to  carry  every  body's 
pack.     With  all  tiiis  ho  must  have   a 
neat  and  pretty  house,  and   a  comely 
and  attractive  wife,  who  must  be    al- 
ways ready  and  well   dressed    iu    the 
parlor,  although  she  can  not  afford  te 
hire  sufficient  "help."     And  tho  good 
man's  children  must  be  well    behaVi^d 
and  properly  clad,  and  his   hoise    be 
a  kind    of    hotel    for    the    travt-ling 
brethren.     Of  coarse  he   must   be    a 
scholar,  and  familiar  with  curruit   lit- 
erature, and  he  may  justly  be  expect- 
ed to  tit  hallf  a  dozen  boys  for  college 
every  year.     These   arc    but   illustra- 
tions of  the  functii^ns  he  is    to   fulfill, 
and  always  without   murmuriug;    and 
for  all  he  is  to  be  glad   to  get  a   pit- 
tance upon  which  he  can  barely  bring 
the  ends  of  the  year  together,  and  to 
know  that  if  he  should    suddenly  die 
of  over-work,  as    he    probably     will 
his  wile  and  children  will  be  beggars.

A  RIOnTEOUS  VERDICT. 


FIRE. 

Thursday  n  orning,  about  2o'elock, 
a  fire  was  discoveicd  in  the  rear  por- 
tion of  Messrs  Ilolconibe  AMcCarty's 
butcher  sl;op  by  Mr.    Chisholm,   the 
night   watchman.      Ho     muiediately 
secured  the  I'.xtinguisher  kept  at  the 
City  Council  Rooms,  and  with  the  as- 
sistance  of   ('apt.

In  the    desk 
was  a  tin  trunk  containing  about  thir- 
ty dollars  iu  i  loney,  and  several  notes 
and  valuable  oapens,  which   are   mis- 
sing.     The  fire    seems   to  have  been 
set  in  three  places, — to  a  vi'St  hanging 
on  the  wall,  t )  the  window  frame,  an<- 
to  the  papers  in  the  desk,  from  which 
latter  place     ihe    fire    communicated 
with  the  ceiling,  and  had  gained  con- 
siderable headwny  when   discovered. 
The  account  books  were  nearly  all  de- 
stroyed, excepting  the  ledger,  which 
was  saved  in  a  badly  burned    condi 
tion.      The    promptness  with     irhich 
Mr.  Chisholns  and    his    assistants   ex- 
tinguished the  flames  is  deserving   of 
Teat  credit.      If  they  had   failed   in 
their  efforts,  the  fire  would  have  com- 
municated w  th  the  adjoining   frame 
buildings  and  a  disastrous   conflagra- 
tion would  h  ivo    ensued.      The    total 
loss  does  not  exceed  $100.

Mr.  Josejh  Staples  has  purchased, 
at  Burlingte  n,  Iowa,  a  small  steamer 
of  remarkable  speed  and  activity,  to 
be  used  f(  r  collecting  and  towing 
loose  logs.

SENATORS. 

Alexander    Ramsey,    of  St    Paul, 
was  born  near   Harrisburg,   Pennsyl- 
vania, September  8, 1815  ;  studied  at 
Lafayette  College,  Easton,  Penn.;  was 
clerk  in  the  register's  cflice    of    Dau- 
phin county,  Penn.,  in  1828;  was  sec- 
retary of  the  electoral  college  of  Penn- 
sylvania in    1830;  was    clork   of  the 
State    House    of  Representatives    in 
1841;     wa*    a    Representative    from 
Pennsylvania  in    the    28th  and   29th 
Congresses;  was  appointed  territerial 
governor  of  Minnesota  in  1849,  hold 
ing  oflice  until  1853;    was  Mayor    of 
St.  Paul,  Minn.,  in  1855;  was    elected 
governor  of  the  State  of  Minaesota  in 
1859,  and  was  re-elected  in    1861;    he 
was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate  as    a 
Repnblican  to  succeed  Henry  M.  Rico 
Democrat,  took    his    scat    March   4, 
1863,  and    was    re-elected    in    1869. 
His  term  of  service  will  expire  March 
3,  1875. 

William  Windora,  of  Winona,  was 
born  in  Belmont  county,    Ohio,    May 
10,  1827;  received  an    academic    edu- 
cation; studied  law    at    Mt.    Vernon, 
Ohio;  practiced  his  profession  in  that 
State  and  in   Minnesota    until    1859; 
was  elected  prosecuting  attorney   for 
Knox   county   in     1852;    removed    to 
Minnesota  in  1855:  was  a   Represen- 
tative in    the   36th,    37th,  38th,    39th 
and  40th  Congresses;    was    appointed 
by  the    Governor  ot      Minneuota    in 
July,  1870,  to  fill  the  unexpired    term 
of  Hon.  Daniel  S.  Norton,    deceased, 
in  the  Senate  of    the    United    States; 
was  elected  to  the  U.  S.  Senate    as  a 
Republican,  and  took   his  scat  March 
4, 1871.     His  term  of  service  will  ex- 
pire March  3,  1877. 

REPRESEXTATIVES. 

Mark  H.    Dunnell,    of    Ovatonna, 
was  born  in  Buxton,    Maine,   July    2, 
1823;    gradnated    ni   Waterville    Col- 
lege (now  Colby    University-).   Maine, 
in  1849;  for  five  years   was   the  prin- 
cipal of  Norway   and   Hebron    Acad- 
emies; in  1854  was  a  member   ot    the 
Main  House  of  Representatives,    and 
in  1855  a  member  of  the  State  Senate; 
during  the  years  1855,  1857,1858  and 
1859  "was   State     supwrint.-ndent     of 
common  schools;  in  1856  was  a   dele- 
gate to  the  National  Republican  Con- 
vention at  Philadeli)hi:i;  in   i860  com- 
menced the    practice  of  the   law    at 
Portland;  in  1861  entered    the  Union 
Army  as  a  colonel  of  the   5th   Maine 
Infantry;  in  1862  was  U.  S.    consul  at 
Vera  Cruz,  Mexico;  in  1804   was    ten- 
dered the  secretaryship    of  Montana 
by    President   Lincoln;    in     January, 
1865,  became  a  citizen  of  Minnesota; 
was    a    member    of  the     Minnesotji 
House  ot    Representatives    in    1867; 
was  St.atc    superintendent  of    public 
instruction  from  April,  18C7,    to   Au- 
gust, 1870,  and    was    electe<l    to    the 
42d    Congress    as    a  Republican,   re- 
ceiving   19,006    votes    against   14,904 
votes  for  C.  F.  Buck,  Democrat. 

John  T.  Averill,  of  Si.  Paul,  was 
born  at  Alno,  Maine,  March  1,  1825; 
received  a  common-school  and  acad- 
emic education,  and  com})leted  his 
etudies  at  the  Maine  Wesleyan  Uni 
versity;  is  a  manufacturer;  was  elect- 
ed to  the  State  Senate  of  Minnesota  in 
1858  and  1859;  entered  the  Union 
Army  in  August,  1862,  as  lieutenant 
colonel  of  the  6th  Minnesota  Infantry, 
and  was  mustered  out  in  November, 
1865,  as  brigadier  general  of  vohui 
teers;  and  was  elected  to  the  42d 
Congress  as  a  Republican,  receiving 
17,133  votes  against  14,491  votes  for 
Ignatius  Donnelly,  Democrat.

Mrs.  Fair,  the  California  "fast   wo^  ^ 
man"  and  murderess,  stands    convict- 
ed  of  murder    in    the    first    degree. 
Such  is  the  result  of  her  trial,  and  we 
believe  no  verdict,  since  that  rendered 
on  the  trial  of  Professor  Webaser,  ol 
Boston,  will    give    more    entire    satis- 
faction to  the  whole  country.     Indeed 
there  are  some  respects  in    which    the 
killing  of  Crittenden  exceeds,  in  dev- 
ilish wickedness,  ti.e   average   run   of 
uumitifrated  murders.     lie  had  saved 
Mrs.  Fair's  life  by  the  exercise  of  his 
professional    services    as    a    lawyer, 
when  she  was  on  trial  for  the  murder 
of    a  former  victim   of   her  temper. 
He  had  been  led  by  her   into  unfaith- 
fulness  to   his    own    wife,  and    into 
heavy  expenditures,  for  her    sake,    of 
the  property  which    belonged    to    his 
familv.     She  had  used  her  most   cun- 
ning arts  to  disrupt  his  family  togeth- 
er, and  had  steadily  bent  her   efforts 
to  induce  him  to    obtain    a    divorca 
from  a  respectable   woman,   in   ordar 
to  marry  a  mistress,  known  to   thous- 
ands of  people  as  an    adventurer,   to 
many  as  a  murderer,  and  to  hundreds 
as  a  stumpet.     It  is  no    mitigation    of 
her  crime  that  these  machinations   in 
part  succeeded,  and  probably    result- 
ed, in  a  hailing  and  doubtful    disposi- 
tion, at  times,  on  his  p:  rt,  to  comply 
with  her  demands.     lie  was  a  man  of 
ability   and    sagacity,  however,    and| 
without  doubt,  with  many  of  tho   in- 
stincts of  a  gentleman,    and    a   large 
acquaintance  with  society.     It  is  sim- 
ply   impossible,    therefore,    that    he 
should  not  have  perceived  in  her   let- 
ters  and    manoeuvres   to  obtain   the 
command  of  his   feelings  and    purse, 
that  she    was    more   mercenary   than 
passionate,  and   that,    to    descend    to 
such  a  creatuic,  in  any  other  capacity 
than  his  mistress,  would    banish    him 
from    decent    society.      His    utmost 
crime  was  that  of  desiring   to   retain 
her  as  his  mistress  by  assuring  her  of 
liis  disposition  to  make    her  his  wife. 
There  mi^ht  be  women  to  whom  such 
a  duplicity    would    be     an    injustice. 
Were  this  Mrs.  Fair's  first  illicit  rela- 
tion,   the    jury    might     have    found 
ground  for  sympathy  in  the  plea   that 
she  had  been  led  to  her    ruin  by    the 
arts  ot  a  seducer.     But    m    this  case 
we  have  a   professional    adventures*, 
whose    net    is   constantly    spread    for 
whatever  game  she  can  draw  into    it, 
first,  in  seducing    a    man    from    his 
family,    and    then    using   lier    utmost 
aits  to  [trcvent  reunion  of  her    victim 
with  his    lawful   wife.      When  these 
failed,  she  murdered  him  as    the  pen- 
alty of  being  unwilling  lo    break    the 
heurta  of    his    family    at  her    bthest. 
Never  has  licentious    vice    so   audac- 
iously lifted  its  binister  and  malignant 
front  against  virtue,  and    impudently 
demanded     that  the  wife  shall  b«  cast 
out  as  a  harlot,   and    the   harlot    take 
her  place  as  the    wife.     Most    aband- 
oned women  are  conscious   that  their 
occupant  is  depraved.  They  feel  a  re- 
spect for  virtue  though    they    have    it 
not.     They  instinctly  recoil    from    en- 
tering into  any  rivalry  .vith  a  virtuous 
wife  for   the    rule   of    her    husband's 
home,  whatever  may  be  their  demand 
on  his  purse  or  person.    But  this  Mrs. 
Fair   determined    that,    because     the 
man  to  whom  she  owed  her  own    life 
would  not    destroy,    as    well    as    dis- 
grace, his     home    for    her    sake,    he 
sl.ould  die.     Injured  men  and  women 
tremble  to  assume  the  terrible  prerog- 
ative of  homicide    iu  defence    of  vir- 
tue, or  to   avenge  its   injuries.       Mrs. 
Fair  rushed  to  conirait  the  murder  in 
defence  of   debauchery,    and   in    vin- 
dication ot  untrammelled  lust,  against 
the  purity  of  the  family    lie    and    the 
sacred  claims    of  virtue.      Her   con- 
viction of  murder  in  the    first  degree, 
if  followed  by  her   execution,    as   we 
hope  it  will  be,  will  serve  to  check  the 
tendencies  to  licentiousness  and    mur- 
der which  seems    to   be    overrunning 
the  country.     If  society  had  conclud- 
ed to  abondon  all  effort  to  defend  tbe

Pusey  says:  "These  are  strict- 
ly official  results,  being  deduced  from 
the  returns  of  the  township  assessors, 
in  both  cases.  Ohio  haH  long  been 
deemed  one  of  the  very  best  agricul- 
tural States  in  the  L^nion.  She  has 
well  deserved  sucii  a  re putanon,  but 
the  above  figures,  in  the  silent  elo- 
qtience  with  which  they  present  the 
comparative  fertility  of  the  two  States, 
need  no  comment." 

Tlie  oflieial  report*  of  Ohio  show 
that  for  the  ten  previous  Years  the 
average  wheat  crop  per  acre  was  0.96 
bushels  while  its  largest  average 
yield  known  ^as  17^  bushels.  In 
Minnesota  ihe  average  tor  11  years 
past  was  17  bushels  per  acre,  being 
nearly  the  same  as  the  largest  known 
yield  of  Ohio. 

In  the  table  first  given  is  a  refuta 
tion  of  the  opinion  in  some  parts  of 
the  country  that  apples  cannot  be 
raised  in  Minnesota.  The  yield  for 
1869  was  comparatively  small  from 
the  fact  that  a  large  majority  of  the 
trees  are  small  and  but  few  of  them 
have  commenced  to  bear.

LEATIIOF  TILIOLDESl    EDITOR 
THE  iVITED  STATES. 


John  Saxton,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  the 
oldest  editor  in  the  United  States, 
died  on  Saturd  ly  last,  aged  81  years. 
Ho  eommcncfo  the  publication  of  the 
Stark  Co.  (Oaio)  Bepositor^f  about 
the  year  1814  and  has  published  it 
consecutively  for  fifty-seven  years. 
During  all  this  time  ho  has  worked  at 
the  case  ns  we  I  a  written  editorials 
and  selected  n  alter  tor  his  paper.  He 
has  been  in  easy  circumstances  for 
many  years,  but  trom  sheer  force  of 
hal'it  continued  to  set  type  and  do 
other  manual  labor  on  the  paper,  al- 
most to  the  day  of  his  death.  Ila  was 
a  man  of  excc:dingly  temperate  hab- 
its and  enjoyed  such  excellent  health, 
that  he  hardly  knew  what  it  was  to  be 
sick. 

Last  summer  when  the  iT'WS  came 
of  the  surrender  of  Napoleon  III.,  at 
Sedan,  to  the  Germans,  he  copied 
from  his  files  of  fifty  years  preceed- 
ing,  the  accouUof  the  surrender,  af- 
ter Waterloo,  )f  Napoleon  I.,  fifty  five 
years  before,  to  the  Germans,  and 
British,  and  wrote  a  very  touching  ar- 
ticle on  the  ui  certainty  and  mutabili- 
ty of  luiman  cfFairs.  Father  Saxton 
cast  his  first  Presidential  vote  for 
James  Madison.  He  subsequently 
voted  for  Monroe,  John  Quincy  Ad- 
ams, Henry  Clay,  in  1832,  Gen.  Har- 
rison in  1840,  Clay  in  1834,  Gen.  Tay- 
lor in  1838,  General  Scott  in  1852 
General  Frem  mt  in  1850,  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  i860,  and  in  1864,  and 
Grant  in  1868.  His  politicil  creed 
was  first  liepublioan,  then  Whig,  then 
again  liepublioan,  in  -which  faifi  he 
died.  No  other  man  had  published  a 
newspaper  c*  ntinuously  so  long  as 
John  Saxton.  Ho  was  the  veteran  of 
ihe  American  aress.

Pomeroy  §(20,000  .alimoTiy,  which  is 
weM  secured  on  proju-rty  in  La  Crosse. 
3)ie  is  respectably  connected  in  this 
city.  Incompatibility  of^  temper  is 
the  cause  assigned  on  his  ]»ait  al- 
tl  o 'gh  weappchoudit  would  not  be 
Inrd  on  her  part  to  give  a  mucjj  tnore 
tangible  reason  for  asking  tho  Court 
to  eii'<t,olve  tlio  connection  between 
them.

liusband.  As  soon  as  *'Briek'*  heard 
•  hat  hi.s  wife  h.nd  engaged  Butler  he 
instructed  his  lawyer  to  endeavor  to 
make  a  compromise.  Poineroy's  law- 
yer wrote  to  Butler  to  aseeitain  wlieth- 
er  a  oomj)romisc  coidd  bo  eflfected. 
After'eonsulting  his  client,  Butler  re- 
l>lied  that  it  could,  provided  Mr.  Pom- 
ere>y  would  pay  his  wife  §^20,000,  with 
alimony.  Pomeroy  at  once  accepted 
the  terms,  and  tiio  case  is  settled, 
Mrs.  Pomeroy  resuming  her  maiden 
uimo.

THE  OUTLINES  OF    TUIS    CASK 

are  a.s  follows  :      At   about   2  o'clock 
in  the  in<»rniiig  of    Augu.«t    18,    1870, 
this  store  was  entered  at  the  rear    by 
three  burghirs,    who    were    disguised 
in  the  usual  way.     Th»*y   entered    on 
the  gr.'und  floor,  crept    up    siair.-*    to 
the  geiieial  sale  department,  in  which 
iwo   clerks    named    Gilbert    8.    Bur 
ron^ihs    and    Fredeiiek    A.    Mirrick 
Were  aslet  p    gn.irding    the   premi.»*es. 
The  burghirs  wtrc  noiseless,  and  in  a 
.xhort    lime    had   removed    qr.itc   an 
.-imount  ot  goods  to  the  van!  but  sud- 
denly the  clerks  awoke,    and   instant- 
ly a  struggle  took  place.       Neither  ol 
vhe  boys  was  ovi  r  20    years    of  age, 
but  the  disfiguretl 
nizable    bodies  of  the     two 
who  aftcrnards    were    found    in    the 
Chenango  river,    which    flowed    near 
the  store,  and  which  they  h.Td  endeav- 
ored   to    cross    to    escape  deleclion, 
showed     lu>w      terribly       well      they 
(ought.        In     the     strugj^le,    Mirrick 
inasiert  d  one  of  the  burglars  and  was 
choking    him,    when    another,   after- 
wards shown  to  be    Kuloff,    crept   up 
bt  hind  him  and  blew   his    brains   out. 
I'll*  three  then    retreated,    and    Bur 
roughs,  rushing  into  the  street,    gave 
the  alarm,  and  when  peo)>le  cunic    to 
the  store  Merrick  nas    tound    bloody 
and  dead;  but  there  Mas  no   trace    ot 
the  murderers  except  a  pair   of  shoes, 
which  were  picked  up  near    the  door. 
The  usually  quiet  city  <)f  IJinghain- 
ton  was  then  in    the    wildest  excite- 
ment, bells  were  rung  as    for    a   fire, 
and  as  soon  as  possible  guards    were 
stationed  aboui  the  town  whose  duty 
it  should  be  to   qucsiiuii    all    persons 
and  arrest  all  who  could    not   give   ?. 
satisfactory  explanation  of   their  bus- 
iness.    Nothing,  however,  was  found 
which  could  shed  liirht   on    the   case, 
until  l.ttc  in  the  next  night  when    one 
of  the  pickets  saw    a   man    retreating 
rapidly  along    the  track   of  the    Del- 
aware,   Lackawanna     and    Western 
U.iilroad.     He  hailed  him,  but    he  re- 
tused  to  stop,    and    before   Slockwell 
could  reach  him   a  coal    train   passed 
between  the  t.vo,    and    when    it   had 
gone  by  the  man  coidd  not  be    tound. 
Shortly     afterwards     Mr.     Chauncy 
Livingsion,  who,  pistol  in    hand,    sat 
on  his  stoop,   ready    to  capture    any- 
body he   m  ght   see    prowling   about, 
dragged  Ruloff  from    his    barn   door, 
where  he    was   crouching    in    abject 
terror.       When    questioned    he    said 
that  bis  name  was  Charles   Augusfs.

Their  faces 
showed  evidence  of  a  severe  struggle, 
and  on  llieir  persons  were  found  bur- 
glar's tools — notably  a  bit  which  ex- 
actly fitted  holes  bored  in  the  door  ot 
Hal  ben's  store.  They  were  removed 
to  the  court  house  and  there  Ruloft' 
was  made  to  look  at  them  for  identi 
fication,  but  be  steadlastly  maintained 
that  ho  bad  never  seen  them  betoie.

As  the  union  ot  adjacent  States, 
with  kindred  peoples,  ihe  same  lan- 
guage, identical  interest  and  a  com- 
raoi  destiny,  has  in  all  ages  and  coun- 
tries, and  especially  in  America  and 
Europe,  been  atltnded  with  the  hap- 
piest results,  therefore  it  is  natural 
that  a  verv  large  nuuiber,  if  not  ever 
a  m.ijority,  of  the  people  in  both  th« 
United  States  and  the  British  Pro- 
vinces believe  that  the  union  of  tlie 
kindred  States  would  forever  prevent 
war,  that  dire  calainit  of  mankind; 
secure  complete  fraternity,  obliterate 
all  reslriclions  upon  trade  and  com- 
merce, nnil  finally  result  in  immense 
and  lasting  advantage  to  all. 

To  encourage,  increase,  and  con- 
solidate the  fritnds  of  this  union,  its 
earnest  advocates  in  the  two  kindred 
countiies  have  concluded  to  call  an 
Annexation  Convention,  to  meet  at 
Niagara  Fall:  on  the  4th  of  July  1871 
Two  delegates  from  each  Congres»> 
ional  District  in  ihe  United  States  and 
I  wo  delegates  from  each  Parliamen- 
tary District  in  all  the  British  Pro- 
vinces will  compose  the  convention. 
As  a  striking  illustration  of  ihe  pur- 
po.^c  of  the  convention,  the  "Old 
Ship  Monarchy,"  rotten  dismasted, 
with  bulwarks  stove  in,  and  despoiled 
of  its  ornaments  and  gilding,  will  be 
sent  over  the  faMs,  to  be  dashed  to 
pifeces  on  the  everlasting  rock.s  ot  lib- 
erty beneath.

BEAR 


KILLED   AT    BALSAM    LAKE 

,  wiscoyshv. 


Editor  MKssEKviKa. — Mi'-  J.  M. 
Esmond  and  }»ifl  son  Charley  were  so 
fortnnatQ  as  to  kill  a  huge  black  bear 
on  the  third  inst.,  the  parlicalars 
of  which  are  as  fallows': 

It  appears  that  for  two  or  three 
nights*  the  bear  had  been  forming  a 
too  intimate  acquaintanc  with  Mr. 
Edmond's  hen-roost,  So  he  and 
Charley  proenred  each  of  them  a  shot 
gun  loaded  with  buckshot,  aud  con 
cealed  themselves  in  ashed  ne^r  the 
hen  house,  about  dark,  to  watch  and 
inform  theuiselveu,  who  it  was  that 
was  thus  obtaining  savory  meat  from 
their  poultry.  w**-^ 

They  had  not  long  to  wait  before 
kis  majestic  form  appeared  and  leap- 
«d  over  a  fence  six  feet  high  appar- 
ently with  as  much  ease  as  a  cat 
Would  leap  over  a  straw,  and  caino 
Braelling  around  the  shed  within  a  few 
feet  of  where  they  were  lying  in  am- 
bush. 

At  this  moment  Charley  raised  his 
gun  to  shoot  and  it  missed  tire,  when 
Mr.  E.  blazed  away  piercing  his  {hide 
with  nine  buckshot,  part  of  the 
charge  Uking  effect  in  his  lungs  and 
heart   fr|/| 

The  bear  was  immediately  seized 
xvilh  a  fainting  fit,  when  ho  ran  or 
Inmhled  and  rolled  about  five  rods. 
M.  Edniond  then  ran  to  the  house  to 
procure  ammunilion  and  a  light  and 
again  started  for  the  at  tick.  But  while 
writing  about  the  hep<>e8  wo  must  not 
forget  the  heroines,  ^  iz.  Mrs.  Edmond 
and  her  daughter.  Miss  Sophia  Ed- 
mond who  courageously  armed  them- 
Belves  with  axes  and  carried  torches 
to  light  the  hunters  to  where  old  bruin 
was  weltering  in  his  gore. 

By  the  dim  light  of  the  torches,  Mr 
E.  could  not  see  to  tell  whether  the 
bear  wis  really  quite  dead  or  not  and 
BO  to  make  "assurance  doubly  sure"  he 
fired  two  charges  more  of  buckshot 
into  his  cranium.  I>ut  alas,  bruin 
hcedrd  it  not,  tor  ho  had  already 
yielded  up  the  ghost  and  departed 
this  life  to
